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USE OF COUNTY 
LIBRARY SHOWS 
MARKED UPTURN 


Now the owner of more than 10,000 


books, the Adams County Free Li- 
brary reported to the May meeting 
of its board of directors Friday eve- 
ning that book loans are being made 
this year at a rate that is exqeed- 
ing even the remarkable record set 
in the first year of the library's op- 
eration in 1946. 


Miss Kathryn Oiler, county li- 


brarian, told the board members in 
her regular report that 1947 book 
loans to the first of May total more 
than 47,000 in spite of the fact that 
deep snows late in the winter barred 
several .regularly scheduled trips of 
the county bookmobile to country 
schools. Of the total of 47,000 loa.ns, 
more than 42,000 -have been to juv-_ 
eniles. 


When Board President O. H. Ben- 


son called upon directors for reports 
on library interest and activities 
from their respective sections of the 
county, all told of mounting use of 
the library facilities and a marked 
increase in the volume of reading 
done by young people. 


Carried Books 5,000 Miles 


Red Wing, the county library 


bookmobile, already has traveled 
more than 5,000 miles since it was 
put in use here last year delivering 
books to the four branches of the 
county library in New Oxford, Ab- 
bottstown, Littlestown and Benders- 
ville, to The 95 schools served reg- 
ularly throughout the county and 
to the 13 book stations established 
in rural areas. 


The latest branch of the library 


opened was at Littlestown where 
people of that community may se- 
cure books at regular hours on Mon- 
days and Fridays. Marked increase 
in the volume of book loans and the 
number of users of the library was 
reported at the New Oxford branch. 


Miss Oiler reported that latest in- 


formation from wa/snington 
cates a "better than ever chance" of 
passage for the public library dem- 
onstration bill. 


Plan for Book Week 


The board voted to establish a re- 


serve fund with, the life membership 
dues received this year and in fu- 
ture years, with only one dollar per 
year per life member to be taken 
out oi- that fund for current ex- 
penses. The library now has 37 life 
members who donate'd $25 each. 


The directors authorized President 


Benson to appoint a committee to 
plan for significant local observance 
of National Book Week next No- 
vember and directed that a commit- 
tee for the 1948 membership cam- 
paign be named at the June meeting' 
of the directors. 


The board also gave preliminary 


approval to a suggestion' to offer 
bookmobile and story hour service 
from the library during the summer 
at the Gettysburg playground. The 
Recreation Board and playground 
directors will be consulted about the 
offer. 


$2,034 From Members 


Treasurer J. Willis Beidler pre- 


sented his regular report which" 
showed the library has operated 
within limits of the budget for the 
first four months in spite of increas- 
ing costs in some items. His state- 
ment revealed that the 1947 mem- 
bership campaign to date has netted 
$2,034 and that donations from 
school boards.throughout the county 
now total $330. 


President Benson presided s.t the 


meeting with 11 directors in attend- 
ance. The session was held in the 
main reading room in the library's 
headquarters on Carlisle street.

Why? For what? 
One reason given is that Mexicc 


needs some of the money to ir- 
rigate more land so Mexicans car 
raise more .food to eat better. Since 
this isn't the first loan to Mexico 
here's, the story of the loans. 


As with other 
Latin Americar 


countries, we've 
followed a good 


neighbor policy with Mexico, our 
closest southern neighbor. She's been 
borrowing money from us since 1934 
irom the U. S. Export-import bank, 
a government agency. 


Record So Far 
•* 


The bank was created in 1934 


to^make loans to foreign govern- 
ments to increase, in one way or 
another, our trade with them. Since 
1934 
the bank has approved loans 


to Mexico totaling $98,000,000. Of 
that total Mexico: 


1. Still has left untouched in the 


bank $30,000,000. 


2. Has borrowed $68,000,000. 
3. Has repaid $13,000,000. 
4. Still owes, therefore, $55,000,000 


of the-borrowed" $68",000,000. 


5. Can borrow any time the still 


untouched $30,000,000 mentioned in 
No. 1. 


The money borrowed so far has 


been spent for highway construc- 
tion and equipment for steel mills, 
gasoline refineries, railroads, elec- 
tricity, and aviation.

Q. I notice .that the fuel pump

entirely to the diaphragm. 


Q. Before doing some adjusting

Too Much At Stake 
If there Is one thing about a mod­ 
ern car which owners ought to leave 
alone It Is the current regulator. Nor 
U It practical to go on the theory 
that you can always discard the old 
regulator and install a new one. 
Regulators must match the type of 
generator used, and many genera­ 
tors are not marked with sufficient 
identification to make such selection 
simple. There s another point in the 
matter of polarity. If the car has 
the negative side of the battery- 
grounded you cannot use a regulator 
which Is designed for cars with the 
positive side grounded and vice versa. 
Regulators must also be adjusted at 
room temperature—another chance 
for error, 
Wasting His Energy 
Watching a tourist start his en­ 
gine the other day I was not sur­ 
prised when he pumped furiously on 
the accelerator pedal. The car had 
been standing out all night in a cold 
rain and he figured things would 
not perk too well at the start.. That 
much was true. But he made matters 
worse by pumping too fast. He did 
not allow the pump cylinder to re­ 
fill with gasoline after the first Jab. 
It was as lf he had pumped once, 
Most drivers overlook the fact that 
most engines start better if the 
throttle is opened about one-third 
way. Use the hand control of the 
throttle for this setting, if Ute car 
has one. If not. pim p twice on the 
accelerator and then hold your foot 
partly down as you crank. Don’t j 
open the throttle wide, except when 
re-startlng a hot engine—and in this 
event don't pump on the pedal. 
Use* For Graphite 
You’ll have less trouble with the 
car’s locks lf you will blow a little 
powdered graphite into the keyholes. 
Use an eye dropper as a “gun.’’ 
Graphite Is recommended by one 
company for lubricating the accel­ 
eration pump shaft of the carburetor. 
This kind of lube is useful also 
where It Is 
necessary to 
guard 
against friction at points where a 
free flowing lube or anything messy 
would be practical. Sometimes it is 
handy where the tire rim is rusty. 
Sand the rim first, then apply the 
graphite. 
Mec hanic Joe Speaking: 
"The idea that weak valve springs 
merely check high speed operation is 
causing a lot of headaches these 
days. Actually any inefficiency of 
these springs will disturb the engine 
over its entire speed range. You'll 
notice a marked roughness in idling, 
tor instance, if the valves do not 
close promptly and tightly. There 
will also be marked reduction in 
pick-up, for here the valves will be 
sluggish in their action. There will 
be leakage of compression and a 
tendency for the pistons to suck back 
some of the burned exhaust gases. 
All the while the valve seats and 
faces will be in process of burning 
and pitting. You can prove this de­ 
noting how weak valve springs are 
invariably accompanied by need for 
a complete valve re-conditioning.” 
Saves Wild Horning 
If you are one of those who dread 
the possibility of having the car's 


horn’s start to blow while It is 
garaged during the night there Is a 
very sim ple solution. Just have the 
horns wired through the ignition 
switch so that they cannot blow 
when the car isn’t in action. Some 
cars 
have 
this 
arrangem ent 
as 
standard 
equipment. 
Should 
you 
want to use the horns when the 
engine isn’t running you have mere­ 
ly to turn the ignition switch and 
then touch tile horn ring. 
Here’s A Confession 
If I hit the nail on the head every 
time a reader asked me for a solu­ 
tion to hts pet worry I would prob­ 
ably be in a museum as a special 
automotive rarity. The hits are fairly 
good, but one that missed complete­ 
ly is interesting enough to warrant 
a special spot in the column.

By 
unseating the valve you get a better 
picture of how well It re-seats. So 
long as there is no bubble over the 
stem the air Is staying within the 
tube as It should.

Too Much At Stake 


If there is one thing about a mod- 


ern car which owners ought to leave 
alone it is the current regulator. Nor 
is it practical to go on the theory 
that you can always discard the old 
regulator and install a new one. 
Regulators must match the type of 
generator used, and many genera- 
tors are not marked with sufficient 
identification to make such selection 
simple. There's another point in the 
matter of polarity, if the car has 
the negative side of the battery 
grounded you cannot use a regulator 
which is designed for cars with the 
positive side grounded and vice versa. 
Regulators must also be adjusted at 
room temperature—another chance 
for error. 


Wasting His Energy 


Watching a tourist start his en- 


gine, the other day I was not sur- 
prised when he pumped furiously on 
the accelerator pedal. The car hac 
been standing out all night in a cole 
rain and he figured things would 
not perk too well at the start. That 
much was tnie. But he made matters 
worse by pumping too fast. He die 
not allow the pump cylinder to re- 
fill with gasoline after trie first jab 
It was as if he had pumped once. 


Most drivers overlook the fact that i 


most engines start better if -the 
throttle is opened aoout one-third 
way. 
Use the hand control, of the 


throttle for. this setting, "if ' the car' 
has one. If not, pump twice on the 
accelerator and then hold your foot 
partly down as you crank,' Don't 
open the throttle wide, except-when 
re-starting a hot engine—and in this 
event don't pump on the pedal. 


Uses For Graphite 


You'll have less trouble with the 


car's locks if you will blow a little 
powdered graphite into the keyholes. 
Use. an eye" dropper as a "gun." 


Graphite is recommended by one 


company for lubricating the accel- 
eration pump shaft of the carburetor. 


This kind of lube is useful also 


where it is _ necessary to 
guard 


against friction at points where a 
free flowing lube or anything messy 
would be practical. Sometimes" it is 
handy where the tire rim is rusty 
Sand the rim first, then apply' the 
graphite. 


Mechanic Joe Speaking: 


"The idea that weak valve springs 


merely check high speed operation is 
causing a lot of headaches thesi 
days. - Actually any inefficiency o 
these springs will disturb the engin 
over its. entire speed range. Youl 
notice a marked roughness in idling, 
for instance, if. the -valves do not 
close promptly and tightly. There 
will also be marked reduction in 
pick-up, for here the valves will be 
sluggish in their action. There will 
be leakage of compression and a 
tendency for the pistons to suck back 
some of the burned exhaust gases. 
All the while the valve seats and 
faces will be in process of 'burning 
and pitting. You can prove this by 
noting how weak valve springs are 
invariably accompanied by need for 
a complete valve re-conditioning."

Improved A Trick 


That time-honored trick of spit- 


ting on your forefinger and holding 
it over the tire stem to see if the

But if you.really want to be 
sure about the valve let out a little 
air and then make your test. In fact, 
it is smart to repeat the process. By 
unseating the valve you get a better 
picture of how well it re-seats. So 
long as there is no bubble over the 
stem the air is staying within the 
tube as it should.

x-Criminals, Are Deported 


By DONALD DOANE 


Ludwigsburg-, Germany, June 3 


&)—Thirty-six Germans deported 
by the United States—the depart- 
ment called them "a cargo of human 
dynamite"—will be freed in their 
atherland in the next few days. 
"We're giving them back to the 


Germans," said an official at the 
repatriation center here where they 
are to be released. 


Seven of the men were convicted 


criminals. The other 29 were de- 
clared by the Justice department 
'too dangerous to stay in the United 
States" and included Nazi sympa- 
thizers, German-American Bundists, 
draft dodgers and the like. Most of 
them were interned in the United 
States during the^war. 


To reporters, the group protested 


today against their deportation and 
said they had done nothing to de- 
serve it. 


Karl Jacobsen, a German-born 


sailor who renounced his American 
citizenship, said he dislikes "nearly 
everything American" and "would 
rather live in Germany than in 
America." But, he added a little 
la.ter, "If I dont like it here, I'll 
travel again." 


Walter Hagen, 45, a former New 


York city milkman, who had spent 
22 years in the United States, was 
'arrogant and sour. > 


"Americans are the biggest suck- 


ers on earth to be «oped into this 
war against Germany," he snarled. 
"It's the result of their gangster 
education. America is a despoiled 
Eden. They had everything in that 
country, but they don't know how to 
take care of it. They only know how 
to destroy everything all over the 
world. 


"Someday Germany will be on top, 


and I want to ride to the top with 
her." 


Some of the others, however, were 


not happy about being returned to 
the homeland they had refused to 
renounce. 


"I would like very much to stay m 


the United States," said Dr. FriedrSch 
Auhagen, 47, a former professor of 
philosophy and German literature 
at Columbia university. 


"Although early in the Nazi move- 


ment I thought it contained con- 
structive possibilities, by 1938 I had 
lost any illusions about Nazism and 
publicity denounced it as hopelessly 
evil," he sa.id. 


Adgar Kiesel, 61, who worked for 


a leather goods firm in Philadelphia, 
said he must have been misquoted 
or misinterpreted during the war. 


"I am a German and I cannot be 


indifferent to what happens to Ger- 
many," Kiesel said, but I am no"t 
nationalistic."
